Incarceration ' Recalls, State ‘Su- 
preme Court’s Reversal | 
of Ruling. 


Joseph A. Joyce, who for several months 
hae fought a legal battle with the state Su- 
preme court to prevent being taken back 
to prison for violation of parole, is again be- 
hind the gates of the Joliet penitentiary. 

He was taken there last night by Parole 
Agent Thomas Matthews after his arrest in 
the office of Attorney Frank R. Reid. 

His return to-prison ends the last chapter 
in a long drawn out fight againet the validity 
of the Iilfnois state parole law. Last Febru- 
ary Joyce was released from the Joliet peni- 
tentlary by order of the Supreme court, the 
judges declaring the parole law was uncon- 
stitutional. 


Court Reverses Decision. 

later the court reversed its decision and 
Joyce was remanded back to prison. 

Attorney Reid, who represented Joyce, sued 
out another writ staying the order of the 
court and the case was again heard last 
month by the Supreme bench. » 

For the second time the court decided at 
the time of his flight from Chicago he was a 
paroled convict, having been sent to prison 
for forgery. 


Feared Prison Delivery. 

When the Supreme court decided that the 
parole law was invalid fear was expressed 
by Attorney General Stead that several hun- 
dred convicts would gain their release under 
the decision. The attorney general induced 
the judges of the Supreme court to come to 
Chicago and review the case which resulted 
in the parole law being declared valid:
